Information in this file indicated that on March 27, 1931 
the Better Business Bureau informed several of its clients that 
"This is a newly formed organization which so far as we are informed 
has no affiliation with independent merchants, other than that ob¬ 
tained by itinerant salesmen. HARRY K. HALL, President, is a former 
employee of the State Department and was recently connected with a 
veterans' organization which was the subject of public criticism. 

The leading spirit of the enterprise is one MORRIS A. BEALLE, a 
former newspaper men. So far as this bureau can determine this is 
a self constituted organization with little or no financial or other 
backing". The file indicates that several clients were advised that 
the Better Business Bureau would report unfavorably on this organiza¬ 
tion. It appears that the organization proposed to further the in¬ 
terest of legislation in behalf of independent merchants in addition 
to which it includes an offer of free local legal service to members. 


As a matter of interest and to further indicate the charac¬ 
ter of the officers of this organization, there is quoted in part a 
letter from the Chamber of Commerce at Reading, Pennsylvania dated 
March 20, 1931 to the Better Business Bureau, Y/ashington: "In refer¬ 
ence to a recent canvass of merchants of this town by a representative 
of the National Chamber of Independent Merchants, Y/ashington, we have 
been informed that HARRY HALL, President of the organization, was for¬ 
merly a professional lobbyist on veterans* matters. It is alleged 
that he passed petitions urging passage of the Veterans' Bonus Bill, 
and that he charged each signer of these petitions 10<f to affix his 
name"• ,

Morris A. Bealle is a white man, approximately forty-six 
years of age, and presently resides with Ills wife, Peggy, at 4715 
15th Street, M. W., Washington, D. C. The home in which they re¬ 
side is owned by Bealle* a aunt, Mrs. Ehdly Frances Bealle, and 
also residing at this residence is Bealle*s brother, Charles R. 
Bealle, a draftsman. Bealle*s business address is 1003 K Street, 
N. W., the telephone number being NAtional 5045. Bealle resided 
in Washington, D. C., for about the first thirty years of his life; 
the next four years he spent in Worth Carolina, after which time 
he returned to Washington. 


During the earlier years of his life, Bealle was engaged 
in newspaper work as a reporter. From 1920 to 1930, he worked, 
off and on, as a reporter for the Washington Times at a salary 
from $45 to $50 per week. 


On October 30, 1930, Bealle filed a $50,000 damage suit 
alleging slander against Alexander R. Bolling to the effect that 
Bolling, a United States Aray Captain, had slandered Bealle on May 
23, 1930. It appears that Bealle was employed as a reporter on the 
Washington Times as of the above date and was assigned to cover the 
murder of Mary Baker, which was then being investigated by the 
local authorities. One Harold L. Brewster, a U. S. Aray Private, 
was being held in connection with the murder. Bealle alleged in 
his complaint that on May 22, 1930, Robert J. Allen, who was in¬ 
vestigating the homocide, visited Brewster in company with Captain 
Bolling and First Sergeant Shaw at the Jail. Bealle*s complaint 
further alleges he wrote a story for the Washington Times, issue 
of May 23, 1930, setting forth Allen's visit to the prison and that 
on the same date Bolling allegedly told Dan E. O'Connell, City Editor 
iof the Washington Times, that Bealle*s story was untrue and that 
Allen never talked to Brewster. Bealle alleges that as a result of 
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It has been previously noted that Bealle was employed 
intermittently as a reporter Kith the Washington Times from 1920 
to 1930. IXiring 1929# «nd while still working intermittently os 
an employoe with this paper, he wob associated with the Montgomery 
Independent, a newspaper at Rockville, Maryland, but did not re- 
main in thi3 position very long. It is noted that the November 9, 
1929, issue of the Hashington Star carried an article reflecting that 
Bealle, former Editor of the Montgomery Independent, wuc suing the 
Maryland Publishing Company, of which Major E. Brooke lee, Democratic 
leader of the Maryland House of Delegates, was President, for 
alleged libel. The suit sought $75»000 damages and alleged that 
the Maryland hews, published at Silver Springs, Maryland, by the 
defendant company, libeled Boalle in its issue of March 15# 1929. 
Bealle* s attorney in this case was Harold C. Smith of Rockvillo, 
Maryland. It is noted that Bealle*o paper was opposed to the 
rogulor organization, and it hiis been alleged th-t Danila node 
almost slanderous statements therein. Leo, in hie paper, is , 
alleged to have called Bealle a "blackguard," and as a result of 
this Bealle sued for libel. On the recommendation of his attorney, 
Lee settled the case out of court and paid Bealle several, hundred 
dollars. 


An article appearing in the April 30, 1929, issue of 
the Tsashicgton Post, reflected that Bealle, togother with three 
other editors of the Montgomery Independent, a Rockville, 

Maryland, newspaper, had been indicted by a Rockvillo County Grand 
Jury on chargea of criminal libel, the other editors named being 
Harrison B. French, Halter K. Liggett, and halter S. Casey. The 
indictment grew out of charges appearing in the newspaper clloging 
that Rockville County officials had "juggled" public funds end 
generally mismanaged County affairs. It appears that the Grand 
Jury investigated these charges and on finding no grounds for 
these allegations, returned tho above mentioned indictments charging 
criminal libel. The indictment b as to Bealle and halter fi. 

Liggett were nol-proseed after pleas of abatement entered by 
counsel for French end Casey hud been upheld by the Court. 

Since about 1931 Bealle has been connected with Plain 
Talk Magazine, Incorporated, 709 Carpenters Building, flashington, 

D. C. This magazine was incorporated under the lews of the State 
of Maryland with an authorized capital stock of $25,000 preferred, 
which was not issued, and 100 shares of cosuuon stock having no 
par value, of which 76$ shareB were issued, $1,800 being paid ir. 
cash. The magazine is devoted to comments on political affairs

and situations, and Bealle is the President, Treasurer, Editor, 
and principal stockholder of the corporation. The only employee 
in Bealle's office at 709 Carpenters Building is his wife. The 
rent of the office is $36.50 per month, half of this amount being 
paid by Bealle and the other half by John V. Evers who uses the 
office as a representative of the Institute of Knowledge. It iB 
noted, however, that Evers has no business connection with Bealle. 

r i • 

A pamphlet advertising the Plain Talk Magazine stated 
that "the subjects which the new magazine will cover will range 
widely from birth control to municipal management; from prohibition 
to psychoanalysis; from national politics to public morals; 
medicine; crime; education; the press; the public mind. Always 
there will be a concentrated attack on common and uncommon fallacies. 
We shall be consistently opposed to all forms of censorship and the 
improvement of morals by drastic legislation, fie aBk the extreme 
and individual liberty that every man enjoy himself and do as he 
please so long-as he does not infringe on any other man's liberty, 
enjoyment, and happiness." 

The Plain Talk Magazine, it has been claimed, has a cir¬ 
culation of approximately 19,000 and it has been referred to as a 
“mud slinging and scurrilous publication," devoted chiefly to 
exposes and lobbying interests. It has been said about Bealle that 
he is "aluays after the dollar," has contributed to "pink publica¬ 
tions," and in his reporting does not always stick to the facts. 

Bealle is the author of the book entitled "Medical 
Mussolini," which deals with the American Medical Association and''' 
the alleged dictatorial rul9 of Dr. Morris Fishbeln, of that or¬ 
ganization. Ifi a circular advertising the book it is stated that 
the author,*#ealle, spent seven years of study of the subject prior to 
writing the book and that it was published independently after a 
two-year battle with medical and book trusts. 

Bselle is associated with and has been active in the Irish 
War Veterans Organization locally and managed this group's soft ball 
team this past summer. This is an organi atiou organized in 1934 
and composed of approximately 200 members all of whom are of Irish 
descent. Bealle was also a trustee, together with D. E. Carter and 
Thomas Salter, of the Iron Veterans, an organization for the "mutual 
improvement of the veterans of the United States," which was in¬ 
corporated on May 1, 1934, and is apparently now non-existent. 
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Bealle assisted in promoting an organization known as the National 
Chamber of Independent Merchants, which was incorporated on January 23, 
1931* and the purpose of .which organization was "the mutual improve- 
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Bealle maintains a small, active, personal checking account, ^ 
with a balance of less than $100, in a local bank. He' possesses 'a;(;

MORELS A. BEALLE 


Background and Activities 

The following information on the background and activities of 
Morris A. Bealle was obtained by the Washington field Division in an in¬ 
vestigation conducted during March, 1945, wherein Morris A. Bealle was a 
subject in a Fraud Against the Government - Bribery case. The records of 
Stone’s Mercantile Agency of Washington, D. C., reflect that Bealle was 
bom in Washington and spent approximately the first 30 years of his life 
in this city. Bealle lived for a short while in North Carolina and then 
returned to Washington, D. C. 

During his earlier years, Bealle was employed as a newspaper 
reporter but was not associated with any particular company or paper. In 
July, 1927, he was employed by the Washington Times, a Hearst paper. Sub¬ 
sequent to this he became editor of the’ Rockville Independent, a publica¬ 
tion with headquarters at Rockville, Maryland. In 1931, he was associated 
with the Plain Talk Magazine, Inc. This publication was incorporated under 
the laws of the State of Maryland, and according to the credit report was 
devoted to comments on political affairs and situations. A Washington 
Post clipping dated April 30, 1930, stated that Bealle together with three 
other editors of the Montgomery Independent, Rockville, Maryland, newspaper, 
had been indicted by a Rockville County Grand Jury on charges of criminal 
libel. The indictment against Bealle and the other defendants was'nolle-' 
prossed on May 8, 1930. Bealle was never actually taken into custody in 
connection with the above indictment. 

The records of the United States District Court for the District 
of Columbia, reflect that Bealle instituted a $50,000 libel suit against one 
Alexander R. Bolling of Washington, D. C. According to the records, Bealle 
claimed that Bolling was instrumental in causing him to lose his position 
with the Washington Times because Bolling denied a story written by Bealle 
• on the murder of one Mary Baker. On July 28, 1932, the case was dismissed 
for failure to prosecute on the part of the Plaintiff. 

Stone's Mercantile Agency files contain a report to the effect 
that on January 28, 1931, Bealle together with two other individuals was 
a trustee of an organization known as the National^Chamber of Independent 
Merchants. The purpose of this organization was indicated to oe the 
mutual improvement of independent merchants. Bealle was also a trustee of 
the Iron Veterans, an organization the purpose of which was the mutual im¬ 
provement of veterans of the United States. 


_ ■ ,.....v 
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Die records of the Credit Bureau, Washington, D. C., reflect that 
Bealle during 1944 resided with his wife at 230 Peabody Street, N.W. , and 
was the father of one child. Bealle 1 s wife was formerly employed by him in 
the Columbia Publishing Company, 1003 K Street, N.W., but during 1944 was 
employed by the American Automobile Association, 17th & Pennsylvania Avenue. 
During September, 1944, Bealle obtained office space in the Washington 
Building where he has set himself up as an author and publisher. 

Bealle is the author of the following volumes: "Medical Mussolini," 
"Fugitives from a Brain Gang," "Medical Monopoly," and the "Washington Squirrel 
Cage." He has also been associated with Plain Talk Magazine as an editor. 


Implication in Fraud Against the Government - Bribery Investigation

In January, 1945^^uiforaa^on wa s received by the Bureau that Morris 
A. Bealle had written to atne ^mH^to tne president of -t he 
of the Ideal Publishing Company of New York City. In this letter Bealle 
3tated that he was a publicity and promotion manager of the American-Democratic^ 
National Committee as well as an intermittent organizer. Bealle made the 
following statement in this letter, "I know a man here who makes a speciality 
of practicing before the WPN and has gotten several increases in paper allot¬ 
ments. What would it oe worth to you per ton to secure a large additional 
quarterly paper quota?" This letter was dated August 27, 1944, and appeared 
on stationery which bore the letterhead American-Democratic National Committee. 
By letter dated January 4, 1945, the Department requested the Bureau to con- 
, duct a war fraud investigation as a result of the above letter. On July 12, 
v 1945, this investigation was terminated and the Department aavised of the 
results obtained. On'August 7, 1945, Tneron L. Caudle advised the Bureau 
that no criminal prosecution would be entertained, ana that no additional 
investigation 7ias warranted under the circumstances.

WASHINGTON SQUIRREL CAGE 
by 

Morris A. Bealle 


The "Washington Squirrel Cage" is published and distributed by 
the Columbia Publishing Company, Post Office Box 1623, Washington, D. C., 
and its author is Morris A. Bealle. This publication, a 9x12 paper bound 
volume, is a biennial and sells for 4>2 a copy. The 1946 edition, a copy of 
which is attached, states on its flyleaf that the "Washington Squirrel 
Cage" is "The factual story of the Washington Scene from 1933 to date, sugar 
coated with oreezy satire to forestall an epidemic of bursted blood vessels 
on the part of persons reading it." 

The volume is a satirical attack upon the Roosevelt Administration^ '' 
and certain persons prominent in government and public life since 1933 . 

Under the Part I heading entitled "The Collectivistas," the author employs 
the following headings for certain of the articles appearing therein: 

"Dodalebug Wallace" referring to Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of Commerce* 
"Me-Too (Harold) Stassen"; "Boob (Paul V.) McNutt"* "All American Heel," 
which refers to Drew Pearson, and "The Cockroach," which applies to Walter 
Winchell. Ihere are many other such titles. The author lampoons and 
satires Harold L. Ickes^» Senate Majority Leader^ Alvin W. Barkley, Jesse 
Jones, Chester Bowles, the OPA, the OWE, and wriat he terms the Rockefeller 
crowd and the Morgan crowd. 

"The Cockroach" 


Ihere is set out below excerpts from the article on Walter 
Winchell entitled "The Cockroach." The author launches a bitter attack against 
Winchell characterizing him as "Tne Cockroach" and the "inventor and de¬ 
veloper of America's yellowest known type of yellow journalism - keyhole 
snooping, rumor peddling, political bootlicking and character assassination." 

On page 21 of this volume Bealle quotes from the Congressional 
Record of March 22, 1944, the fact that Winchell's radio sponsor, Mr. 
jergens' personal maid Elfrieda Margaret Siddell was interned, and another 
Jergens' employee Hedwig Engemann was sentenced after pleading guilty to 
aiding one of the eight German saboteurs. The author states, "Winchell has 
been as silent as the tomb on this subject, except„to falsely claim in a 
single broadcast that Herr Jergens aided the FBI in capturing these two 
persons. The record shows that Jergens vainly interceded for at least one 
of them." 
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Again on page 21 the author states, "The Cockroach often praises 
himself for alleged ne.vs scoops - often amounting to little tidbits of 
trivia. He has made it a point to attach himself to the unofficial staff of 
J. Edgar Hoover, head of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, as a glorified 
bootlicker. The Big G-Man has often been made sick by fulsome buttering- 
up of his person." 

On the same page Bealle begins the story of Winchell's alleged 
association with Owney Madden of the New York underworld. Bealle states, 
"Wallowing Walter bragged so much of his association with J. Edgar that some 
of New York's bigshot gangsters took him seriously. Then he began to pal 
around with certain members of the underworld. He even oecame a friend of 
Owney Maaden, one-time Manhattan Vice King." 

Bealle goes on to state that Madden told Winchell on one occasion 
that he intended to have a gangster known as Coll bumped off. As a result 
of this information, Winchell allegedly predicted in his column that Coll 
would be murdered six hours before the murder took place. The author claims 
that Madden threatened Winchell so that Winchell would not inform the police 
where he obtained his information. According to Bealle, Winchell bought his 
safety from Madden by paying Madden $90,000, and Bealle writes, "Ibis is 
said to be the incident which prematurely greyed his (Winchell's) hair." 

The remaining portion of this article is devoted to a criticism 
of Winchell's accuracy, the discontinuance of Winchell's column by the 
Washington TLmes-nerald, and adverse criticism by various individuals in¬ 
cluding Congressman Heilman of Michigan. 

"All American Heel " 

In this article Bealle attacks Brew Pearson to whom he refers 
constantly as Drew Ananias Pearson and terms him a World War I draft dodger. 
Ihe author states on page 18, "In the field of smearing good Americans and 
enemies of Communism Drew Ananias Pearson is only outdone by Walter-the- 
Cockroach Winchell."

Bealle claims on page 19 that 75$ of Pearson's column is "Adminis¬ 
tration propaganda and 25$ picayune gibble gabble. Throughout the Hoosevelt 
stranglehold on America, Pearson was the main White House stooge and sewer- 
level rumor monger." — 

The article terminates with the statement, "All of the boys in the 
press gallery, except the Communist sympathizers and the 'New' Deal dog 
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robbers have an abiding contempt ±'or the person who has brought prostitution 
of their profession to its zenith. They say: 'When bigger lies are told 
Pearson will tell them. 1 " 

The above two articles are among the more savage attacks published 
in the book. Other articles vary in the degree of their intensity of re¬ 
crimination. All individuals who are the subject of articles in this volume 
are satirized to a greater or lesser degree according to the personal opinion 
of the author. 

Other than the excerpt above in the article entitled "The Cockroach," 
there is no mention of the Director or the Bureau. On page 45 there is a 
reference to "Hi Diddle Biddle, who made such a joke later of the Department 
of Justice."

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THE DEPRESSION 

The Rockefeller-Eisenhower Administration, and its controlled press, did a "good job" 
of covering up (until after the election) a major depression that everyone in the distressed 
areas knew existed. For two years CAPSULE NEWS has been warning its readers of this con-

place before election the GOP stood a good chance of getting beaten. They were almost 
saved by the adoption by the Democratic convention of Chester Bowles' Creeping Communism 
platform. It took all of Nixon's incredible blunders and Nelson Rockefeller's treachery 
to his own party, for the Republicans to lose. 

No sooner had President Kennedy gotten the seat of his pants warm on the Presidential 
office chair than he spilled the beans—and the controlled press had to print it. Some 
people think he exaggerated the unemployment situatuon a bit, but we doubt it. However, 
he certainly didn't minimize it and no one expected him to since it is always good politics 
to show the opposition up in a bad light.

There are four organizations collecting 
unemployment data and still the picture is confused. We have tried to get the whole story 
as accurately as possible by combining the information received from the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor, the Area Employment Expansion Committee, the office of Senator Douglas who 
has worked up a bill he hopes will relieve the situation and the Dept of Labor. 

The Dept rates an area where over 6% of the labor force is unemployed as a "distressed 
area." On this basis we have approximately 150 distressed areas in the US. Their latest 
report doesn't spare the Rockefeller horses. It calls this the worst depression since 
World War II, which means it is very bad. Senators Douglas, Dirksen and Scott have intro¬ 
duced bills "for the relief of unemployment." But, nowhere in Washington do we find dis¬ 
cussed the reason for this Depression. In 1929, press agents for the House of Morgan (which 
caused it) blamed it_on a mythical_"world wide_depression,". Eventually the USA depression 
-sparked a world-wide one. (Continued Inside Column 3)

This charge amounts merely to 
false advertising,' but judging from 
the specifications given by the FTC 
the overt act la a far more serious 
one. % • ' . 

It involves the safety from fiery 
deaths of users of the Dudley fire 
extinguisher. 

The Commission charges that these 
statements in the company's advertis¬ 
ing are false: - 

1. Exoellent fire protection in 
automobiles, boats, buses, electrical 
equipment, farms, .garages, homes, 
house 'trailers; industrial ..plants, 
institutions, service stations; ulso 
schools, trucks and tractors. 

2. Safe and effective. 

3. Approved extinguishing agent. 

4. Unequalled in effectiveness. 

5. Instantly puts out flaming 
grease, fuel oil, electrical or even 
a butane or propane fire. 

6. More effective than extinguish¬ 
ers costing up to 6 times ss much. 

7. In use with the US Forest Serv¬ 
ice and Array Engineers. 

8. lias more fire-killing power 
than 3 one-quart carbon tetrachloride 
extinguishers, or two 5-pound CO-2 
extinguishers. 

The FTC has given Mr. Dudley 30 
days to file an answer. If the char¬ 
ges are correct this is a dangerous 
polioy, because it gives 30 more days 
to burn some people up who thought 
they were safe when they bought And 
installed n Dudley Fire-Pak.

And in all states the records 
showed that the incidence of paralysis among polio cases caused by.Salk vaccine was twice as 
high as polio caused by injudicious eating and drinking (of soda pop). 

This makes one wonder how Salk Vaccine can be so venal and deadly as to give the victims 
of innoculation with it polio. We have the benefit of the clinical records of Dr. Helen 
Sanders, a California naturopath who gets many polio cases after the medics finish puzzling 
their heads as to how a person "completely immunized" could get polio.’

Almost all presented congestion in 
the liver tissue, especially where 
the ligaments attached the liver to 
the diaphragm.

parties in which State Department employes, and an occasional newspaperman, 
are 'hooked' by a hidden camera. They then are blackmailed the rest of their 
official lives to transmit such defense secrets as they can steal to agents for 
the Kremlin. One of the most notorious of these was Alger Hiss." In this 
book author Lait. mentioned that "a feared columnist—certainly not Winchell" 
had been hooked. The author says as there were only two feared columnists, 
Winchell and Pearson and Winchell was not the victim, it must have been 
Pearson who has become the most effective and avid propagandist for Russia 
and the Communist Party in America.

went on to say that Pearson obviously was not on a news collecting, tax 
deducting jaunt or he would have gone to the Kremlin. The author went on 
to say that it would hardly be a social call, so it had to be in connection "with 
Pearson’s activities as Communist Russia's Number One Propagandist in the 
United States." ... "For Drew Ananias Pearson certainly is that." (Page 11) 

He next takes up the subject as to whether or not Pearson should 
be registered with the Department of Justice as a representative of a foreign 
government or suffer criminal prosecution. The author wrote the Department 
of Justice and received a letter from them saying "A check of our files indicates 
that there is no record of a registration for Mr. Pearson." This letter was 
signed by Nathan B. Lenvin, Chief of the Registration Section, who was signing 
for Assistant Attorney General J. Walter Yeagley, of the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Justice in a letter dated September 10, 1963.

CHAPTER V "THE GUN TOTER. " "Pearson is a filthy and 
cowardly villain, a venomous slanderer, an insinuating rogue--who makes 
his living blackening other men’s reputations." Representative Cox of Georgia. 

The author opens this chapter by saying Pearson is a physical 
and moral coward, as well as a journalistic degenerate and at one time in his 
life he feared to go out in the street even armed with an . 38 revolver so he 
hired a body guard. This was occasioned by Pearson stealing the wife of 
George Abell, another newspaperman whose main weakness was drinking. 
Pearson’s first wife divorced him on August 6, 1928. She was the daughter of 
Mrs. Eleanor Patterson who edited the "Washington Times-Herald." Pearson 
invited the Abell family into his Georgetown home after which a romance 
developed between Pearson and Mrs. Abell who went to Reno and obtained a 
six weeks divorce, then married Pearson. 
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During this time the story gives the impression Abell was 
drinking so heavily that he did not realize what was going on but when he 
found out about it he threatened to kill Pearson so the "lily-livered Pearson 
took no chances." Pearson set up a brick wall in his back yard and practiced 
target shooting day after day, he was that scared. 

CHAPTER VI "AGRARIAN REFORMER." "Pearson is a liar 
and a disgrace to the newspaper profession. " Senator Cain of Washington. 

Bealle starts this chapter by saying: "Next to Khrushchev, the 
Chinese War Lord Mao Tse-tung is Pearson's favorite ideologist. Mousie 
Dung (as his name is pronounced) coined the word 'agrarian reformer' for 
himself. This was his excuse for stealing every farm in China by force of 
arms, or threat thereof." "Pearson has his own particular kind of agrarian 
reform. This is based on stealing only one farm and is thus a much smaller 
operation than that of Mousie Dung. The farm was cribbed from his own daughter. 
The chapter is taken up showing how Pearson managed to take a 200 acre farm 
away from his daughter after he had been named trustee and he still has that 
farm in Maryland. 

CHAPTER VH "CISSY GO BRAGH." " Pearson is an infamous 
liar, a lying ass, a natural born liar, a liar by profession, a liar for a living, 
a liar in the daytime, a liar in the nighttime, a dishonest, ignorant, corrupt 
and groveling crook and skunk." Senator McKellar of Tennessee. This 
chapter deals with the background of the late Mrs. Eleanor Patterson who 
was known to her intimates as "Cissy" and shows how she eventually became 
the editor of and publisher of the "Times-Herald" newspaper in Washington, 

D. C. One of the first things she did was to throw her son-in-law's "garbage" 
out of the "Times-Herald." She announced that self-respect did not let her 
carry the Pearson offal any longer and stated that when a cockroach gets into 
your house the best way to remedy the situation is to step on it. "I have stepped 
on a cockroach and TIMES-HERALD readers won't be offended with his 
outpourings any more." Her opinion of Pearson as expressed in this chapter 
is certainly degrading to him. On Page 34 of this chapter it is said that 
Senator Tydings has full cause for conniptions everytime he hears the name 
of Pearson. The author's prize specimen for this reasoning was the fact that 
Pearson whispered to Senator Tydings on one occasion that he could write 
some mean things in his daily column if Senator Tydings did not support the 
reappointment of his father Paul M. Pearson, as governor of the Virgin 
Islands. 
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Pearson’s attacks upon General MacArthur are mentioned again 
in this chapter and he says Pearson is only a political columnist and radio 
commentator, but you don’t have to go very far, or talk to many people, in 
this strange town without realizing that he is something more sinister. He 
says that Pearson literally frightens some highly placed men and women out 
of their wits because of their fear of what he might write about them in his 
column . 


On Page 37 of this chapter the author states the "Baltimore Sun" 
got rid of Pearson; he found himself about as welcome as a leper in a diet 
kitchen. "Probably no man in Washington has ever had so many doors slammed 
in his face. Hate began to corrode him. Former friends relate that, green 
around the gills, he used to roll on the floor in hysterical rages." 

The author said that finally MacArthur became tired of the 
ribbing given him by Pearson so he sued Pearson and the matter was settled 
out of court in a manner that reflects no credit to Pearson. On Page 37 he 
names other individuals such as Representative Martin J. Sweeney of Ohio 
who sued Pearson for libel, Secretary of Commerce Jessie Jones who referred 
to Pearson and others as "liars" and mentioned the fact that Sumner Welles 
told Pearson five days before Pearl Harbor that war with Japan was inevitable. 
From statements like this and others made in the book, it is obvious that the 
articles contained in this book are a collection of articles written by the author 
over a long period of years. 

CHAPTER vm "CROW EATER." "I am hereby joining two 
Presidents, 27 Senators and 83 Congressmen in’describing Pearson as an 
unmitigated liar." Senator Smathers of Florida. The author states that when 
"Lyndon Johnson was unexpectedly catapulted into the White House on November 22, 
1963, Drew Ananias Pearson was faced with the biggest and bitterest crow 
eating job that any pusillanimous scandal monger ever faced." "He had 
insinuated and innuendoed about every nasty and dirty and false insinuation and 
innuendo about the Vice President that his venal mind could think up. Pearson 
was over a barrel of large proportions—and he knew it." 

The author went on to state he knew the President could turn the 
full forces of the Internal Revenue Bureau and the Department of Justice against 
him and Johnson was known to be rough on rats enough to lower the boom on 
this fantastic peddler of journalistic sewage, but through persons in the 
Democratic Party who feared Pearson's lying "pen, " a truce was declared between 
Pearson and the White House.

"Under the compulsion 
of a threat by Wilson to take ’action, ’ Pearson, on May 27, 1944, signed a 
memorandum, admitting that Wilson did not use any device to listen in on the 
conversation. " This retraction was published on May 30th. The author then 
goes into the suicide of James V. Forrestal. 

CHAPTER X "THE GARBAGE MAN. " "Pearson is a wicked, 
malicious, gratuitous liar." Representative Wood of Georgia. On Page 48 
of this chapter the author states: "How many garbage pails must a person 
empty to be called a garbage man?" 

Senator Tydings stood on the floor of the Senate once and, in 
addition to calling Pearson a scoundrel, a slacker and a blackmailer said 
"Pearson has been guilty of trying to buy public influence, has been affiliated 
with the great gambling rackets of America and kept a deposit box containing 
thousands of dollars until the recent Treasury drive against income tax 
evaders."

Pearson frequently refers to anyone he hates as "anti-semitic." 
But, according to some of his ex-employees, Pearson himself is as anti- 
semitic as they come in his private conversations. Not to speak of anti- 
Catholic and anti-Negro. He is referred to as a penny pincher. On Page 53 
it is stated that Pearson lied about Norman Littell, a former Assistant Attorney 
General and it cost him $40, 000. Littell got a verdict of $50, 000 but rather 
than wait for his money or go through the motions of the appeal which Pearson 
threatened, Littell accepted a $40, 000 cash payment. A peculiar feature, at 
the time, of this suit was that Pearson paid one William Pierce Rogers $10, 000 
for alleged services as associate counsel.

He had practiced mostly corporation 
law. This was settled on January 6 , 1953, and two weeks later William Pierce 
Rogers was appointed Deputy Attorney General in the Criminal Prosecution 
Division of the Department of Justice and four years later he was appointed 
Attorney General of the United States. "Figure this one out for youself " 
says the author. 

Page 55. "During the latter part of Hoover’s Administration, the 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover started an intensive nationwide probe of 
Communist activities in the USA." 

"When Pearson and Allen started their newspaper column 
(summer of 1932) Drew picked out J. Edgar Hoover as a special target. 
Apparently, Pearson had even then effected a rapport with Russia which wasn't 
then as obvious as it is today. Pearson never let a week go by without taking 
a pot shot or more at J. Edgar. He would belittle him with such falsehoods 
and garbled statements as: " 

"Super dick J. Edgar never worked a day in his life as an investigator." 

"His public image as a great investigator was created by phoney publicity." 

The author stated that Pearson seldom mentioned the Director 
without the prefix of "Super Dick" which Pearson thought was clever because 
he claimed he coined it. He bitterly criticized the FBI's handling of the 
Lindbergh kidnaping. He claimed "FBI agents and not Dillinger killed Carter 
Baum, who attempted to capture Dillinger at a roadhouse in Wisconsin." 

"At a time when the FBI was rounding 15 ) the Frank Nash (mail robber) Gang, 
Pearson claimed that a member used to sit in La Fayette Square, just outside 
FBI headquarters, and that-JEH didn't have sense enough to look out of his 
office window and see him."

"Despite Hoover’s resentment of Pearson's sniping and lying, 
he made his peace with this caluminator at the time he was assigned to round 
up all pro-Nazis. He slipped Pearson many hot tips for his radio broadcasts. 
Pearson began to praise Hoover for the FBI's part in the frame-up of 30 
luckless citizens who were persecuted for years for anti-Semitic activities; 
then turned loose years later when it was found the charges against them were 
false, and the government had no case." 

The author spends several paragraphs describing Sumner Welles, 
an assistant Secretary of State. He said Welles was a well-known homosexual, 
and that eventually Welles became Undersecretary of State early in the "FDR 
reign; and knocked Jefferson Caffrey out of the job so Pearson and Caffrey 
decided to gang up on Welles. 

They hired a detective agency that specialized in wire tapping 
equipment and divorce cases. They bribed a Negro porter to appear in Welles' 
hotel room, then they took both pictures and wire recordings of what happened. 
When the evidence was turned over to FDR they thought he would supplant 
Welles with Caffrey as Undersecretary, but he refused. He promised to ease 
Welles out of his job but never did so. Welles was finally gotten rid of on the 
Bankhead funeral train when it was learned that on this solemn journey to 
Alabama Welles propositioned a Negro porter and was thrown off the train. 
Pearson held this over Welles' head for years and made him reveal top secrets 
of the State Department to him. This work later was taken over by Alger Hiss, 
Russian super spy who served a term for perjury in connection with his 
espionage activities. 

On Page 56 it is stated that Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
learned of Welles leaking dangerous secrets to Pearson. He had his security 
and investigative staffs tap telephones and trail Welles to secret meetings with 
Pearson. Hull took this evidence to Roosevelt who promised to "take action 
at the right time—but never did," although he had an abiding contempt for 
Pearson personally." "Old Hull thought he had me nailed good, " Pearson 
bragged. "But I knew FDR would do nothing because I got too much on his 
crooked brats Elliott and Jimmy. " 

On Page 56 the author tells of a partnership formed by Jimmy 
Roosevelt and Joseph P. Kennedy for the importation of liquors, "with all 
Federal officers ordered to look the other way when the Kennedy-Roosevelt 
ships ignored customs and any other laws." He says later that after President 
Roosevelt died Jimmy Roosevelt was frozen out by Joseph Kennedy with a 
$50, 000 payment and as a result Eleanor Roosevelt never forgave the whble 
Kennedy Family and refused to endorse "JFK" for the nomination and election 
to the Presidency.

The author cannot figure how Pearson figured in this double 
cross between the Kennedy Family and the Roosevelt Family but says he 
must have been in it somewhere as Jimmy Roosevelt never forgave Drew 
Pearson for whatever it was he did.

•Hartford was also taken for a $400, 000 loan by FDR and his son Elliott and 
got only two per cent of it and that was through Jesse Jones, whom the 
Roosevelt's never reimbursed. Pearson leaked word to Jimmy that he was 
about to lower the boom on him and Jimmy got the message fast. Go- 
betweens for both Pearson and Roosevelt held a series of conferences in the 
Willard Hotel and the poker game (for that is what it resembled) ended in an 
armed truce for each had his gun leveled at the other. (Page 58) 

Pearson made a deal with the Anti Defamation League to hire 
David Katz and Andy Older, both card carrying communists who had been 
doing undercover work for ADL, provided ADL would share with him the 
cost of their salary and expense accounts.

CHAPTER XI "PUNCH IN THE NOSE." "Pearson is a 
scoundrel. In World War I the only powder he ever smelled was in the 
presence of ladies on the windward side of the parade ground." Senator 
Millard Tydings of Maryland. 

The author states that through the use of body guards and 
infrequent trips away from the protecting walls of his Georgetown home, 

Pearson has managed to avoid being punched in the nose more than twice.

McCarthy said he had been told by a number of ex-communists 
that Pearson’s biggest job under the direction of David Karr, was to lead the 
character assassins of any man who was a threat to international communism.

Clark that when Clark met'him in the lobby of the Mayflower Hotel, he hit him 
twice and a house detective pulled him about, away from Pearson and saved 
Pearson from a well-deserved beating. Pearson was so scared he rushed 
right to the District Attorney’s office and got an "assistant DA to issue a 
warrant against Clark charging assault and battery." In Municipal Court Clark 
pleaded "not guilty" to the charge that he had punched Pearson in the jaw.

When Pearson 
did testify he stated it looked like Clark had been hiding, lying in wait for 
him. Pearson said Clark was reeling and saying: "Take that for Brewster and 
Keogh. " Clark denied this with these wards: "Not so," said Clark. "I hit him 

in the eye with my left, missed.and yelled at him.this is for Forrestal 

and Brewster and Vaughan and Keogh and myself, you son of a bitch." Clark 
was found guilty and when he was arraigned in court for sentencing, the judge 
fined him $25. Within one week Mr. Clark had received checks in the mail 
totaling $400 all with accompanying notes saying: "Hit him again for me." 

The $400 was given to religious charities, evenly divided between Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish. 

The author says Pearson continued his tormenting in Washington 
of the lawyer and so far overstepped the bounds of decency and truth that in 
March, 1962, Clark filed a suit for $1, 000, 000 against him. "Whereas Clark 
formerly busted Pearson on the jaw, this time he busted him in the pocket- 
book.

Charles Dawes; Senator George Norris of Nebraska; Senator William E. Borah; 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler; and others of that era. In summing up their data 
on Herbert Hoover, the author says: "Lastly, and perhaps the most important 
answer to Herbert Hoover's failure, is the fact that deeply ingrained in his 
makeup are two unfortunate characteristics—fear and vacillation. These 
coupled with a petty personal temper, sorely try even his most loyal friends."

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Back Our Boys in Viet Nam — but NOT Standard Oil 
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The openly segregationist-newspapers that published the picture were The Councillor 
(Shreveport) and The Thunderbolt (Birmingham). Shortly after the police broke up his 
riots in Birmingham, news dispa'tches told of King being rewarded with a payment of 
$100,000 by the Communist-oriented Ford Foundation and $32,000 by the outright Commu¬ 
nist National Maritime Union. The NMU was*exposed as a Communist unit by the House 
Committee on UN-American Activities and was kicked out of John L. Lewis' CIO. ' 

J. Edgar Hoover —J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the FBI, called King "The most notor¬ 
ious liar in the United States." King made no effort to debate the question with the 
Head G-Man. He could have had a point by claiming Drew Pearson was (and still is) a 
bigger liar than he (King). Most people would agree with that. 

Johnson Takes a Powder —In a maudlin play for the Negro vote (what good will it. 
do him now?) Johnson cancelled his phoney "peace" talks in Hawaii to "attend the King 
funeral." This was unimportant since Ho Chi Minh has made it plain that only withdraw¬ 
al of the Standard Oil protectorate in SE Asia will be considered by him.

Instead of going to 
AtlantaXthe 12,000 troops who were brought into Washington to "quell the riots" had 
machine gun§ planted in dark corners of the White House grounds. And while they were 
guarding'LBJ so closely they were defanged by his orders. They were forced to carry 
bulletless guns and padded bayonets, which the criminals were informed of by the press 
Law enforcement in the nation's capital didn't exist. 

Phooey on Texas Boys —Johnson shed copious crocodile tears over King’s murder. 
But not a single tear over those 1,000-odd Texas boys he has sent to unnecessary deaths 
in Viet Nam. The day of LBJ's tear-jerking, Washington papers reported 81 death noti¬ 
ces, something about normal for US cities of the same size. But Johnson wasn't con¬ 
cerned over a single one of these persons whose lives were as precious to them as King's 
was to him. Their deaths weren't caused by violation of the law, and preaching anar¬ 
chy and violence. * 

King was in Memphis to get publicity for himself and the Communist program of de¬ 
struction of America thru Anarchy. He was intruding in a strike of the Memphis garbage 
collectors, which the union was taking care of as well as could be. He declaimed to 
his dopey followers that he wasn't going to obey any court order to stop interfering 
with the union's activities. Thereupon, they started riots and civil disobedience. 
The matter got •"hot" and King slunk down an alley and into hiding. When things cooled 
a little he came out of hiding but a white man who agreed with King's contempt of the 
law, took the law into his own hands. Period. 

Inexcusable Bungling —If that's what it was. One hundred and ten cities were 
"attacked" by criminal mobs, fanned to white-heat of arson end burglary-.--by—- the- King 
principles of-non-compliance with law and order. In Washington alone ; insurance compan¬ 
ies reported looting and arson losses of $50 million. Add to this millions of dollars 
in furniture and personal effects that went up in flames you have something to ponder. 
Also the eleven deaths of innocent people. City officials claimed they handcuffed po¬ 
lice and troops because "human life is precious”. They mean human life of criminals, 
not law abiding, hard working thrifty citizens, 90% of whom were Negroes of a much 
higher class and type than the looters. 

In all cases of disaster, when troops are called out"to stop looting, they stop 
it by shooting the looters. In Washington they encouraged the looting by hog-tying the 
troops. Negro criminals just laughed at them and took everything that wasn't nailed 
down. Local newspapers and T-V cameras showed pictures of hundreds of the looters 
"with the goods". Yet nothing has been done to apprehend them and get the "goods" 
back. The DC police did the best any human force could do, but were hamstrung by the 
echelons above them—all the way to the White House. 

Arson Is A Capital Crime— When committed on an occupied dwelling. It is punish¬ 
able by death. At least one of the victims of the senseless burnings was a hardwork¬ 
ing substantial Negro citizen. He was trapped in his own apartment and burned to 
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death, a painful way to die. Yet, halfwits in high places prated about "the precious¬ 
ness" of human life—of criminals, that is. They showed no concern for the precious¬ 
ness of the livSs of hardworking upstanding citizens. Nor, of the property rights of 
these same good citizens who had spent many years of hard work accumulating it. 

They proved this when they waited 5 hours after the looting and burning and kill¬ 
ing started to call out the troops. Theg they defanged them by taking bullets away, 
padding their bayonets and telling the criminals about it in press and T-V. 300 homes 
were destroyed by fire. 600 stores were first looted of everything movable and then 
burned. Over 2,000 respectable, decent Negroes were thrown out of work. The police 
did their best. They made over 4,000 arrests, more than half of burglars caught in 
the act. Yet the overworked police courts are being hamstrung by the "do-gooders" of 
the Administration. They are bringing pressure to reduce the felony charges to mis¬ 
demeanors where the fines would be $10. .*■ . 

The Only Answer —Mayor Daley of Chicago is a realist. He knows you can't curb 
natural born criminals by encouraging them. So he is discouraging that kind of crime 
in Chicago. He gave orders to the police to shoot to kill arsonists, and shoot to main 
burglars. Mayor Lindsay of New York, making a maudlin plea to the Harlem vote, said 
Mr. Daley had no compassion for the "preciousness r ’ of human life. He made no mention 
of the criminals having no 6uch compassion. Mayor Daley had compassion for law abid¬ 
ing citizens of Chicago of both races, and of all nationalities which are polyglot in 
the Windy City. In future Washington can expect 10 times as much disorder as Chicago. 

Down in Raleigh (North Carolina) impudent Negro prisoners announced they were 
going to practically take over their hoosegow. They wanted this, that and the other 
thing, including more T-V programs. They then went to to prove they'd seen too manyTV 
programs, particularly with Martin Luther King as the "star". So,* they refused to go 
back to their cells after supper.' • They, ! began to riot, to attack guards and finally 
tried to burn down the penitentiary and murder 500 other convicts'in their cells. 

The warden stopped it in eight minutes, by turning machine guns on them.. Six of 
the super-criminals were killed, 78 wounded. But in eight minutest it was over - , with 
no guards killed and the fire put out. ..Mn Washington it took five days to stop the 
wholesale looting and burning. It.was still going on sporadically as we go to press 
three weeks later. Chicago's Mayor Daley and North Carolina's warden make sense. 

Future of Anarchy -—Succeeding King as leader of the paper organization w.hich the 
slain agitator hid behind,, is the Rev. Abernethy. 1 ' He .‘is not a fire eater. There is 
no record of his having attended aiCommunist school for racial agitation and anarchy. 
But there are two others who will permanently pinch hit for King if our papers and T-V 
co-operate as they did with King's paymasters. Rap Brown may be written off after his 
trial in Maryland for inciting and fomenting riots, arson, burglary and murder in the 
Eastern Shore town of Cambridge. 

......—The-dangerous, one is Stokeley-Carmichael, whom the coward^ in Washington_.are as 

afraid of as they are of Drew Pearson. Carmichael was guilty of barefaced insurrec¬ 
tion two years ago. He was given "time" on a SE Asia radio. He urged all Negro sol¬ 
diers in the US forces to desert the Army, come back "home" and burn down all the 
court houses in Mississippi. This was insurrection, punishable by death in wartime. 
Carmichael has been practicing practical insurrection and anarchy ever since.

The reason, we found, is that no 
government, except the beknighted United States of America, is run by an Invisible Gov¬ 
ernment the chief unit of which is a $10-billion-a-year racket known as the Drug Trust. 
This Drug Trust profits handsomely from the $7,000 it costs the average cancer victim 
to die in agony from "orthodox" medical treatments. 

So, hundreds of Americans have found out about the cancer clinics here and have 
flocked across the border to be cured of cancer. The Sateve POST sheep dip, for in¬ 
stance, sent over 100 patients to the Bio Chemical Clinic, operated by Mrs. Mildred 
Cates Zamora.

Clearing House —There is an organization in San Diego, California (5525 El Cajon 
Boulevard) that refers all cancer victims who inquire to the three major clinics here.

Fishbein'^ throwaway sheet (Medical News Week) began 
to lie about the Tijuana cancer clinics, this newspaper printed the correct address of 
Dr. Handricks so cancer victims could know where to go for consultation. Whereupon, the 
US Food & Drug Hoodlums, with characteristic pusilannimity, tried to hornswoggle the 
Mexican authorities into believing Dr. Hendricks was practicing American Medicine in 
(.Mexico without a Mexican license. But they didn't fool the Mexicans. 

Dirty Blood —Duon H. Miller, famous blood chemist of Miami describes cancer very 
succinctly—dirty blood. Dr. Koch explained to us some years ago his treatment. It 
consists first of a cleaning regime to eliminate poisons from the bowels, and to cleanse 
the liver, kidneys and other vital organs by diet.

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Importing Student Subversives . 

The State I .rtment’s Office of Security is trying 
to find out who leaked to Human Events a depart¬ 
ment memorandum approving 
entrance of foreign student 
revolutionaries into the 
United . States. The depart¬ 
ment is apparently unhappy 
that its policy of admitting 
student subversives into this 
country was disclosed just 
.- prior to the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Convention in Chicago 
where youthful revolutionaries 
threw bricks and bottles at the 
police and tried to raise the Viet Cong flag over 
Grant Park. 
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Revealed on these pages on August 24, the pro¬ 
posals in this controversial document were drawn up 
by Deputy Under Secretary of Stale Charles (Chip) 
Bohlen and approved on August 1 by Under Secre¬ 
tary Nicholas Katzenbach. 

The Bohlen-Katzcnbach memo argued that radical 
leaders in France and West Germany would probably 
be invited into this country by leftist student leaders 
in the United States. “In the event that either Rudi 
Dutschke or Daniel Cohn-Bendit (both involved in 
student uprisings in Europe in the spring] are invited 
and accept," the memo continued, "the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment will be faced with the question of approval 
or denial of visas for them. Both would require 
waivers. . . 

After warning that students of this'character could 
“stir up" , trouble and “compare notes with U.S. 
leaders on techniques,” the missive then strongly 
suggested that these youthful revolutionaries should 
be let into the United States anyway. 

“The traditional stand for freedom of movement, 
expression and dialogue would certainly be held up 
against the Administration should these young lead¬ 
ers be refused admission," the memo stressed, and 
concluded that “the general encouragement of our 
government for informal contacts between U.S. and 
foreign youth leaders would point toward an excep¬ 
tion by the attorney general for these individuals.” 


While Red Rudi and Cohn-Bendit have not 
yet entered the United States, other leftist revolu- 
tionaries are being granted visas in accord with 
the policy guidelines laid down by Bohlen and 
Katzenbach. 

Jean Dube.jj leader of the Trotskyite Revolutionary 
Communist Youth (J<?R) group in France, began a 
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
